Bell has been charged with 
murder in the slaying. Police 
would not comment on the 
problems that triggered the 
argument.

Ohio civil rights chief 
applauds court decisions 


By GILBERT PRICE 
(COLUMBUS BUREAU) 

When the U.S. Supreme 
Court decided, in the Jackson, 
Mich. school layoff case, that 
Blacks could not be. retained 
while whites with more senior- 
ity were laid off, Ohio Civil 
Rights Commission Executive 
Director Robert Brown 
denounced the decision. 

However, Brown was able to 
applaud the court for its recent 
decisions in the Cleveland fire- 
fighter's and Local 28 Sheet 
Metal Workers’ cases, calling 
them collectively “a victory for 
those of uS who have been 
doubting Thomases.” _.. 
However, Brown warned that 
the cases would not stop the 
Reaganadministration’s 
assault on affirmative action 
programs, and that the last 
word had not yet been heard 
on affirmative action. 

In the two most recent cases 
before the court, the court 
upheld a plan, agreed to 
between a Black firefighters’ 
group in Cievetarid catted: the 


- Association for the 


Vanguards and the city of 
Cleveland, to promote Blacks 
into supervisory positions in 
one-to-one relationship to 
whites that were promoted. 
Because separate lists were 


used, some Blacks were pro- 


moted who had lower scores 
than whites. 

In the second case, the court 
approved a plan which 
required the union, becuase of 
its “egregrious” record in hir- 
ing Blacks, to reach a minority 
ratio of 29.23 percent. The per- 
centage was the total percen- 
tage of minorities in the rele- 
vant labor pool. 

The court held that such 
plans were acceptable where 


there had been a finding in ~ 


discrimination. 

“Over all, the effect is a vic- 
tory,’’ Brown said. Brown 
expects the decisions to result 
in a “new birth of filing of 
charges" by persons who 
believe they have been discrim- 
inated against, particularly in

In our opinion 


Two victories 


In upholding the promotion of 
Black Cleveland firefighters and 
the development of hiring goals 
for a New York labor union, the 
Supreme Court has struck victo- 
ries for advocates of affirmative 
action. 

A majority of the judges, led by 
William Brennan, have finally 
recognized the obvious: that 
racial discrimination is based, 
not on individual characteristics, 
but on race, and therefore a race- 
based remedy is essential. 

The court has also found that, 
where there has been a strong 
history of blatant, illegal discrim- 
ination, it is a fair and approp- 
riate remedy to devise systems 
which will ensure that such dis- 

-crimination can no longer des- 
troy the lives of minority citizens. 

We take isSue with the dissent- 
ing opinion in the Cleveland fire- 
fighters’ case by Justice White, 
who argued that, since “none of 
the Blacks in the present case 
was shown to have been a victim 
of discriminator promotion prac- 
tices” the plan was impermissi- 
ble. Under. that standard, any 


type of true affirmative action 

» plan would be impermissible, 
such an affirmative action plan is 
designed to bring minorities into 
the workplace. 

Further, while White argues 
that “none of the whites denied 
promotion was shown to have 
been responsible or...implicated 
in discriminatory practices,” he 
conveniently misses the boat; 
while these men may not have 
participated in discrimination, 
they have historically been bene- 
ficiaries of the discrimination 
waged against Blacks. Now, as 
they have been beneficiaries, 
they must also bear some burden 
of redressing those wrongs. 

- Of course, the forces of Reag- 
anism have not given up the 
fight. Ed Meese, Reagan's 
henchman on such matters, has 
already pledged to continue the 
fight against affirmative action. 
We must remain vigilant to all the 
attacks on this program from 
people whose actions belie their 
stated committment to equal 
opportunity. 


The name game

Power to the parents 


Battles between school boards 
and schoof’administrators have 
raged across Ohio for many 
years, with each side winning a 
few and losing a few. The real 
losers have been parents, stu- 
dents, teachers and educators. 

Trading on popular political 
names, board members have 
become isolated'from the people 
with the power to reject the 
advice of professional educators 
with little protest from parents, 
who actually have no recourse. 
While it’s particularly true in cen- 
tral cities, it is also Common in 
suburban communities, for 
boards to frequently act out of 
political instead of the public 
interests.

Supreme Court victories. One ‘is 
that the decisions were written by 
Justice Brennan, who, with Jus- 
tice Thurgood Marshall, are the 
two most liberal members of the 


court. Brennan said in the Cleve- 
land firefighters’ case since it is 
clear that the goals of the 1964 
Civil Rights Act were’hopefully to 
be reached voluntarily, that the 
law “permits employers and 


—unions voluntarily to make use of 


reasonable race-conscious affir- 
mative action.” 

In the Sheet Metal Workers’ 
case, the Supreme Court agreed 
with the federal trial judge that 
the union had “consistently and 
egregriously” discriminated 
against minorities. Therefore the 
development of a 29 percent non- 
white goal in the union was not 
an unreasonable standard--and 
persons who were not previously 
discriminated against could 
benefit from the imposition of 
such a standard. 

Despite the victories, there is a 
clear sense of foreboding. Fortu- 
nately for affirmative action 
advocates, the proposed new 


court composition would not 
have affected the disposition of 
these cases, since chief justice 
Warren Burger and chief- 
designate William Rehnquist 
were on the losing side in both 
cases. However, associate justice 
Lewis Powell, who was on the 
prevailing side in both cases, is 
78 years old and in failing health; 
if he were to retire or die, Presi- 
dent Reagan would invariably 
replace him with someone who 
was totally opposed to affirmative 
action. 

Indeed, chief-designate Rehin- 
quist spoke, in his dissent, of “the 
evil of court-sanctioned racial 
quotas,” and Antonin Scalia, who 
has been designated by Reagan 
as his candidate for a Supreme 
Court chair, has also detailed his 
vehement opposition to any type 
of affirmative action plan which 
sets goals for the hiring of 
minorities. 


Is the penal system 


designed to fail?

Why do offendersreturnto . 
institutional life? One out of . 
35 adult men in the United 
States is either on probation, 
under parole supervision or 
imprisoned, according to a 
Bureau of Justice statistics 
study. 

The devastating effects of 
prison life on a number of 
criminal offenders is com- 
parable to chemical addic- 
tion. Once youthful offend- 
ers discover that life in. an 
institution is somewhat 
bearable, the cycle begins 
with larger ana serious 
offenses. This leads to larger 
and stiffer sentences much 
in the manner of an addicted 
person requiring larger and 
stronger doses of drugs 
/alcohol. 

A random poll taken in the 
Cuyhoga County Justice 
Center (May 13. 1986) 
showed that of ten inmates 
polled, nine said that they 
were raised by their mother 
or by an older sibling. Furth- 
ermore, reserach by this wri- 
ter confirms that an even 
greater number of offenders

impact on the lack of interest 
shown in educational 
pursuits. . 


A lack of proper clothing 
and/or poor role models 
offer little incentive for aca- 
demic progress and 
achievement. Many offend- 
-ers who have been incarcer- 
ated as many as twenty times 
are likely to become institu- 
tionalized, and are able to 
function better under the 
restrictions of prison than in 
the outside world. 

What can be done to rid 
society of recidivists? The 
justice system must find 
creative and constructive 
ways to begin helping young 
men and women to learn to 
be responsible for them- 
selves so that they can sur- 
vive and become independ- 
ent contributors to society. 


Perhaps this writer is a 
dreamer; nevertheless, it is 
my dream that one day the 
penal system in this nation 
will no longer use institu- 
tions as a “human ware- 
house,” but will become a 
comprehensive and innova- 
tive systemt hat will achieve 
the goal for which hard work- 
ing legislators have been 
working throughout the 
decades -- to bring about the 
true and genuine rehabilita- 
tion of this nation's fallen 
men and women.

As we look back on the 1976 
Soweto massacre in South Africa, 
it would be wise to remember a 
dangerous pitfall which some are 
trying to throw us into. That pitfall 
is the false analogy which com- 
pares the present struggle in 
South Africa with the non-violent 
Civil Rights Movement of the 
1960's here in the United States. 


First, let's go over what hap- 
pened in Soweto on June 17, 1976. 
On that day, 20,000 Black African 
schoo! children marched through 
the streets of Soweto, a South 
African township. 

They were marching to protest 
the ruling of the racist apartheid 
government that the Africaans lan- 
guage -- the ianguage of the white 
minority -- should be taught in 
Black schools. The police opened 
fire on the unarmed young people, 
killing hundreds and wounding 
hundreds more. These, then, are 


Drugs::The-proble 


Most major metropolitan areas 
are faced with the problem of how 
to deal with the consequences of 
drug abuse. Cleveland is no 
exception. The problem is gener- 
ally more severe in the inner-city 
and in minority groups. 

It sometimes seems as if this 
most destructive problem is being 
totally ignored by those who 
should be showing the most 
concern. 

Denying existence of the prob- 
lem and believing that addiction 
could never affect a member of 
your own family does not get rid of 
the problem. This denial masks the 
true magnitude of the drug abuse 
problem, and often helps it spread 
silently and uncontrolled 
throughout the community. The 
truth must be faced. Eyes must be 
opened. 

Addiction can affect you or one 
of your family members, and this is 
happening on a daily basis at a 
drastic rate. 

Chemical dependency is just as 
much a disease as alcoholism. Itis 
just not as socially acceptable. 
Like bad habits and old friends, 
chemical dependency will not go 
away by itself. 

It takes hard work on the part of 
the individual, constant encour- 
agement from the family and 
friends, and most often profes- 
sional treatment. The methods, 
the personnel, and the facilities to 
battle the drug abuse problem are 
available. They simply must be 
utilized. 

Families and friends: of addicts 


the facts of the Soweto uprising. 
There are those who would have 
us believe *nat the situation in 
South Africa today and the situa- 
tion which we faced during the 
Civil Rights Movement of the early 
1960's are comparable. They are 
not. 
First, let's talk about the role of 
tbe media. When America -- both 
lack and white -- saw children 
being hosed in Birmingham on the 
evening news, they were appalled. 
And their horror translated into 
calls to Congressional répresenta- 
tives, the White House. and even- 
tually to business interests in that 
city. No such possibility exists in 
South Africa because only very 
limited coverage of Black unrest is 
permitted. : 
As a recent WALL STREET 
JOURNAL article on South Africa 
noted, “Newcasts by state-owned 
television and radio tell whites 
even less about blacks’ lives (than 


must open their eyes to the 
obvious signs and symptoms of 
drug abuse in order to take correc- 
tive or preventive action before an 
individuad becomes firmly 
entrenched in the behavior of drug 
addiction. 

Drug abuse definitely has aneg- 
ative impact of social and eco- 
nomic functions, particularly in 
minority communities. Inner-city 
Black and Hispanic families have 
enough difficulty trying to attain 
the basic necessities of life such as 
food, clothing, and shelter, with- 
out having to support a family

This often leads to homes, vehi- 
cles, and furniture being repos- 
sessed or sold to support the 
user's drug habit. Inevitably, this 
leads to family dissension, family 
violence, and family dissolution. 

if the abuser is the husband and 
the family splits-up, it usually 
leaves the wife as head of the 
household; and in order to survive, 
she registers for Aid to Dependent 
Children (ADC),-and the husband 
goes on General Relief (GR). 

The children are left without a 
positive male role model to guide 
them through life, and they are 
often emotionally scarred as a 
result of this negative or non- 
existent parental influence. They, 
in turn, become truants or high 
school dropouts, unwed pregnant 
teenagers, and probable sub- 

stance abusers. All of this leads to 
less productive adult lives, which 
aids in deteriorating the very life of

This year, on the 
anniversary of the 1960 Sharpe- 
ville massacre of blacks by police, 
tens of thousands of blacks dem- 
onstrated across the country.

1960's. The overwhelming major- 
ity of whites in the U.S., for exam- 
ple, abhorred “Bull” Connor's use 
of cattle prods and were incensed 
by the brutal murder of Emmett 
Till. 

However, according to Archbi- 
shop Desmond Tutu'’s daughter, 
Naomi Tutu-Seavers, this is not 


the community. 

Unemployment, violent deaths, 
and crime become a community 
norm -- a lifestyle. An addict can- 
not maintain a consistent high 
level of work performance. This, 
along with frequent absences from 
work, make him a prime target for 
layoffs, suspensions, and possible 
terminations. 

Robbery becomes a career in 
order to support the drug habit. 
Addicts will rob family members, 
friends, drug dealers, or other 
addicts in order to attain an item of 
value (jewelry, clothing, applian- 
ces) that can be sold for drug 
money. 

Drugs often contribute to 
domestic violence. If a drug 
dependent husband needs a fix 
and his wife has food or rent 
money, she better give it to him if 
she does not want to be physically 
abused. 

Between the ages of 15 to 44, 
there is a 50 percent chance that a 
Black male will die a violentideath. 
These factors only intensify the 
plight of already economically 
depressed minority families in 
their struggle to remain a unit. 

Minorities have to decide how 
they are going to deal with these 
disruptive problems. The first and 
most obvious solution is to 
emphasize drug prevention and 
education in the schools, recrea- 
tional centers, and neighborhoods. 

Second, ignoring the drug 
abuse problem must stop because 
it affects everyone, either directly 
or indirectly. Next, advantage 
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the case in South Africa. She has 
noted, “Even among those who 
know it is happening in South 
Africa, (they) honestly don’t care. 
We don't have a vast number of 
whites appalled by the death of 
four-year-olds shot in the back by 
police, or by people beaten to 
death in detention.” 

Equally important, in South 
Africa we are not dealing with a 
national conscience, represented 
by a legislature and legal system 
that, at least on paper, upholds the 
ideals of racial equality. 

The entire political and legal 
system of apartheid is based on 
the idea that whites are superior 
and Blacks are inferior. Therefore, 
there can be no appeal to a Federal 
government, as there was during 
the Civil Rights Movement, to 
address injustices committed by 
racist state authorities. 

Most importantly, let us 
remember that, unlike this coun-

must. be taken of the excellent 
drug treatment facilities and pro- 
grams that are located in the 
Cleveland area. These treatment 
centers have both inpatient and 
outpatient programs. The type of 
program utilized depends on the 
individual's treatment needs. Each 


program has its own advantages. 


An inpatient treatment program 
does not mean that the addict will 
be cured upon discharge because 
the addict usually returns to the 
same negatively influencing drug 
culture environment he was in 
prior to treatment. However, inpa- 
tient treatment programs do help 

_restore the individual's physical 
state with proper rest, diet, and 


therapy. 


Outpatient therapy treatment is 
needed to provide ongoing coun- 
seling to teach the addict coping 
skills, how to deal with peer pres- 
sure, and how to say, “No”. Outpa- 
tient therapy helps the addict over 
the binges and relapses he will 
experience in his struggle to 
abstinent. 

Most minority drug abusers 
cannot afford to attend the Betty 
Ford Center in California or the 
expensive, privately-owned cen- 
ters in this area. However, there is 
the Community Action Against 
Addiction (C.A.A.A.), treatment 
center, which was founded in 1972 
and operates two outpatient clin- 
ics. One is located at 5209 Euclid 
Avenue, and the other is located at 
2740 West 25th Street. Business 
hours are from 7 a.m. to 5 p.m., © 
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Monday through Friday.

try, in South Africa Blacks are in 
the majority. As Corbin Seavers, 
Naomi's husband has stated, "The 
struggle in South Africa is not one 
for equal opportunity, desegrega- 
tion, and civil rights. It is beyond 
that. It is... an indigenous majority 
demanding their right to self- 
determination, fighting for the 
right to control their country and 
its national wealth.” 

Particularly as the violence and 
repression escalate in South 
Africa, and as the apartheid 
government becomes more 
intransigent, we would do well to 
remember these words. For the 
South African government con- 
tinues to create a state of violence 
that will inevitably cause its 
self-destruction. ‘

Black Avondale bank gains strength 


CINCINNATI - With the re- 
opening of the Avondale IGA in 
the Town Center Shopping 
Mall, the thoughts in the city’s 
largest Black neighborhood 
have turned to the Black bank 
that is also located in the shop- 
ping center. _—____ 

When the center located at 
Forest Avenue and Reading 
Road was developed, the most 
important tenants were consi- 
dered the supermarket and the 
Avondale branch of the Black- 
owned Hamilton County State 
Bank. Both businesses, at the 
time both Black-owned, suf- 
fered from economic prob- 
lems. 

The Black owners of the IGA 
gave up, and the supermarket 
re-opened recently under 
white ownershipl. At the same 
time that the supermarket was 


experiencing financial difficul- ‘ 


ties, the Black bank was also in 
danger. Hamilton County State 
Bankpresident Lester John- 
son, the third propident in the 


short-history “of the bank, 
announced that the Avondale 
branch would have to close its 
doors because of a lack of 
deposits. The main office of the 
bank is located on Wyoming 
Avenue in Lockland and was 
not affected by the announce- 
ment. 


A goal was established to 
raise $1.5 million in deposits 
and pledges for the branch. 
Blackwell announced that the 
goal was to raise $500,000 by 
June 30, another $500,000 by 
July 31, and $500,000 by 
August 31. The bank delayed 
its announced closing for two 
months, and the move seems — 
to have paid off.
